WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—When 
Congress meets in special session 
on Nov. 17, it will be asked to 
authorize an appropriation for 
stopgap foreign aid totaling some- 
thing in excess of a billion dollars. 

To tide France and Italy over 
the six months from Oct. 1 to 
March 31, it is estimated that the 
respective sums of $360,000,000 
and $290,000,000 will be required. 
Costs for occupied areas in Ger- 
many, Japan and Korea may de- 
mand another $400,000,000, with a 
special allotment of $20,000,000 for 
Austria. These are round and 
approximate numbers, which may 
be revised as circumstances de- 
velop, but they are the best now 
obtainable in the capital. The 
tentative over-all figure is $1,070,- 
000,000 


while France may be able to keep 
on its feet until the end of the 
year, Italy at this time is already 
hanging on the ropes. American 
shipments of coal and wheat to 
Italy are assured for November 
and December, but a drastic dol- 
lar shortage has already com- 
pelled that country to curtail its 
imports of cotton, steel and non- 
ferrous metals. Shutdowns in fac- 
tories are feared as a result, with 
consequent civil unrest.

Unofficial calculations are that 
for the six emergency months 
Frante will require a gross sum 
of around $820,000,000. Of this the 
French Government will assume

The Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri, its power reserve depleted 
by drouth, announced a voluntary 
program for conservation of elec- 
tricity today and appealed to all 
its customers—industrial, commer- 
cial and residential—to reduce 
3 consumption as much as 

ible. 

Drastic reductions are being 
made in the amount of electricity 
supplied to four large industrial 
plants which contract for power 
when it is available, it was an- 
nounced by Ralph E. Moody, exe- 
cutive vice president of Union 
Electric. 

Approximately 40,000 industrial 
plants and commercial establish- 
ments will be asked to work out 
plans if possible for adjusting 
heavy use of electricity to “off- 
peak” hours between 11 p.m, and 
7 am. Union Electric engineers 
will visit about 500 large power 
consumers to help them plan load 
reductions. 

Approximately 400,000 residen- 
tial customers will be asked to 
help by turning out lights when 
they leave a room, disconnecting 
toasters, irons, coffeemakers and 
other electric appliances as soon 
as their task is completed, con- 
serving hot water, closing the re- 
frigerator door as quickly as pos- 
sible, and similar steps. 

If this program reduces peak 
consumption, which is currently 
14,000,000 to 15,000,000 kilowatt 
hours, by 1,000,000 kilowatt hours 
a day, the emergency would be 
relieved, Moody stated. 

“Conserving a reasonable amount 
of electricity for several nfonths 
will enable us to get through the 
low-rainfall period without any- 
body being seriously ‘hurt and 
with no one being more than 
merely inconvenienced,” he said, 
“But if voluntary conservation 
does not work, we may have to 
tell customers they must co- 
operate, and if that doesn't work, 
we might have to go to the Public 
Service Commission with a request 
tor more positive steps.“

The housing shortage in St. 
Louis was many years in accumu- 
lating, Mayor Kaufmann pointed 
cut.

Made Acute by War. 

“The war,“ he said, “with its 
heavy influx of new population, 
the return of our service men and 
generally better economic condi- 
tions. only served to accentuate a 
disparity between need and sup- 
ply of long standing. . .

BAR HARBOR, Me., Oct. 24 
(AP)—This internationally famous 
summer resort for the wealthy, 
and six other Maine communities, 
were virtually burned out today 
as a result of forest fires, 

As strong winds fanned the 
flames ravaging New England, 
deaths caused by the fires reached 
15, and property damage was esti- 
mated at more than $26,000,000. 

A spectacular evacuation by 
land and sea yesterday and last 
night left Bar Harbor almost de- 
serted. About 3500 townsfolk fled 
in fright before flames that leveled 
from 200 to 300 homes, including 
summer showplaces. The perma- 
nent population of Bar Harbor is 
about 5000. 

Damage to mansions in this 
town alone was officially set at 
$8,000,000—not counting the loss of 
art treasures and furnishings they 
contained. 

Business District Intact. 

While most of the swank sum- 
mer colony of Bar Harbor was left 
in ruins, the business center of the 
town was still intact.

NAMED AS LEADER

OF CARL SHELTON 


Victim’s Nephew Says He 
Saw Charles Harris 


Armed With Rifle at 


Scene of Shooting— 
Recent Quarrel, 


Charles Harris, a former con- 


vict, was named shortly after the 
slaying of Carl Shelton, head of 
the notorious gang which once 
terrorized Southern Illinois, as the 
leader of five gunmen who am- 
bushed Shelton near his Wayne 
county, III, home, the Post- 
Dispatch learned today. 


Harris, who had quarreled with 
Shelton recently over.« lahd deal, 
Was described as the principal 
slayer to Sheriff Hal Bradshaw of 
Wayne county and Lt. Benjamin 
Blades, of the Illinois State Patrol, 
by Earl Shelton, a nephew of the 
slain gangster who narrowly es- 
caped during the ambush early 
yesterday morning. 

Earl Shelton was riding in a 
truck with Ray Walker, former 
Herrin (III.) gangster, while Carl 
occupied a jeep as a murderous 
voliey came from thick under- 
brush overlooking a bridge by a 
country road near Fairfield, III. 
Fairfield is 120 miles east of St. 
Louis. 

Summarizing Earl Shelton’s re- 
port, Sheriff Bradshaw told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
related that as he and Walker 
fied during the shooting they saw 
Harris, armed with a rifle, guard- 
ing an entrance to the road and 
later saw him assisting in placing 
one of his companions, apparently 
wounded when Carl Shelton re- 
turned their fire, into a black

wounded, staggered from his jeep, 
he cried: “Charley, this is Carl 
Shelton, don’t shoot anymore, you 
have killed me already,” Sheriff 
Bradshaw quoted Earl as saying. 

It was believed that Shelton 
endeavored to protect his- com- 
panions by inducing his assailants | 
to hold their fire. Earl Shelton 
is known as “Little Earl” to dis- 
tinguish him from “Big Earl,” 
who with Bernie Shelton consti- 
tuted the two gangster brothers 
ef Carl. 

Harris, who lived on a farm 
with a sister, about a mile from 
the Shelton homestead, was re- 
leased from Leavenworth peni- 
tentiary in 1939 after serving a 
long term for participation in a 
Detroit counterfeiting ring. After 
his release he returned to the 
farm, where he had been a boy- 
hood friend of the Shelton 
brothers. 

Carl Shelton, the sheriff was in- 
formed, offered to help Harris 
purchase a farm and rehabilitate 
himself, but later coveted it for 
, himself, obtaining a mortgage on 
it after an affray in 1940 in which 
Harris shot and killed Blackie An- 
| derson, an oil field worker. ® 

The shooting took place at a 
roller skating rink on the out- 
skirts of Fairfield which was op- 
erated by Harris in partnership 
with a sister of Carl Shelton. Har- 
ris fired after he had been stabbed 
and seriously wounded by the, oil 
worker. A stray bullet struck Carl 
Shelton, who was a bystander, 
but was deflected by a spectacle 
case in his-shirt pocket. 

Bond Furnished by Shelton. 
Harris was released off $10,000 
bond, furnished by Carl Shelton, 
and a grand jury subsequently 
found the shooting , constituted 
justifiable homicide. sheritt Brad- 
show recalled that Harris had 
stated to friends that.about this 
time Carl Shelton had assumed a 
mortage on the farm that Harris 
desired but that Harris raised 
enough money to pay it off. 

I}-feeling between the two ap- 
parently developed. Sheriff Brad- 
shaw said that last June, Carl 
Shelton complained that he was 
the victim of systematic cattle 
stealing, naming a relative of 
Harris’s as the leader of the rust- 
lers but refusing to make a formal 
complaint until he had more evi- 
dence. Shelton said that when he 
obtained it he would return to the 
sheriff's office. 

The next month Virgil Vaughn, 
a nephew of Harris's, who lives a 
mile from the scene of the killing, 
was badly beaten in a roadhouse 
near Fairfield together with two 
companions by “Little Earl” Shel- 
ton, Ray Walker and Dallas Wiley, 
a filling station operator. Vaughn 
| declined to make a complaint, in-

The present practice of individ- 
charged with a felony or any other 
ual judges considering parole ap- 
plications “in star-chamber ses- 
sions” would be eliminated by a 
new system of open hearings be- 
fore a St. Louis parole board con- 


sisting of afl the circuit judges 
and the circuit attorney, under a 
proposal made to the Criminal 
Code Commission, Franklin Miller 
told the Post-Dispatch today. 

He is chairman of a subcommit- 
tee of lawyers and public officials 
appointed by the State Supreme 
Court to recommend changes in 
criminal law. 


A drafting committee on crimi- 
nal practice and procedure, 
brought to light as a result of 
Post-Dispatch disclosures about 
chaotic conditions in the bail bond 
business here, will meet Nov. 5 to 
consider the recommendations of 
Miller’s and other subcommittees. 

Several members ot the drafting 
committee plan to recommend 
tightening of the bail bond pro- 
cedure. However, a subcommittee 
charged specifically with that 
task never held a meeting and 
did no work in the two and a half 
years since it was formed. 

All Records, Hearings Open. 

Discussing the proposal for a 
St. Louis parole board, Miller 
pointed to a section of the recom- 
mendation which reads: “All rec- 
ords, hearings and proceedings of 


the board shall be public and open 
to public inspection.” 

Miller, a former circuit attorney 
and former circuit judge, said 
that Lawrence McDaniel serves at 
present as parole officer for indi- 
vidual judges, investigating parole 
applications on request. But his 
services never are requested by 
Circuit Judge Waldo C. Mayfield, 
who grants no paroles to anyone 
convicted of a crime, as a matter 
of policy. 

The 18 circuit judges could 
appoint a committee consisting of 
the three judges in criminal divi- 
sions to function with the circuit 
attorney as a parole board, under 
the proposal, Miller said. 

Ineligible for parole would be 
persons previously convicted of a 
felony and those convicted of 
first-degree murder? criminal at- 
tack “proven to have been com- 
mitted by force,” arson of a dwell- 
ing or any plece occupied by a 


Miller and Frank P. Motherway, 
also an attorney, wrote the pro- 
posals on paroles. 


Fingerprint ‘System Urged, 


. Another recommendation by the 
subcommittee was that state high- 
way troopers, sheriffs and police 
officers take fingerprints and, if 
necessary. have photographs and 
blood tests made of every person 
violation of state law. 

Fingerprints and pictures» then 
would be forwarded to headquar- 
ters of the State High Patrol 
and to the Department of Justice. 
Accompanying that material would 
be information about any previous 
record of the person arrested. 

“When any person is convicted 
of a felony and sentenced to im- 
prisonment in any state penal in- 
stitution,” the committee recom- 
mended, “all information relating 
to previous offenses Shall atcom- 
pany such person to the penal in- 
stitution.” 

In a note of explanation, the 
committee wrote: “Present laws 
for the identification of eriminals 
are totally inadequate. In many 
cases habitual criminals are ar- 
rested on misdemeanor charges, 
fined and released before it is 
known that they are wanted. else- 
where on felony charges.” 

Some of the proposals were mod- 
eled on New York state statutes.

Other Proposals. 


Other proposals in the report 
deal with search warrants, author- 
ity of officers conveying prisoners, 
pardons and suspensions of sen- 
tences by the Governor, costs in 
criminal cases and relief of in- 
solvents confined in prison.

“The City Plan Commission, in 
announcing its comprehensive 
plan for the redevelopment of the 
city earlier this. year, made the 
shocking statement that one-half 
of the city’s residential area is 
obsolete or blighted. Fifty per 
cent of our housing is in decay 
or worse. More than one third of 


our dwelling units were construct- 
ed before the year 1900—82,000 of 
them. Of this total, it is esti- 
mated that 50,000 have attained 
the age of 60 years or more. 

“Other astonishing disclosures 
include the fact that 33,000 dwell- 
ings are still dependent on outside 
privy vaults, While in an addi- 
tional 25,000 dwellings families 
must share toilet facilities. 

“In addition to the humanita- 
rian and health aspect of this 


many-faceted problem, rundown 
areas are an economic millstone 


arouhd our municipal neck. The 
Plan Commission estimates that 
such districts cost the city $4,000,- 
000 a year, this figure representing 
the difference between cost of 
governmental service and tax col- 
lections.. It is universally recog- 
nized that slums and blighted 
districts require a great deal more 
policing, fire protection, public 
health service and other govern- 
mental attention than the better 
neighborhoods. 

“This argument buttresses our 
contention that no community can 
afford deteriorated housing. Areas

Blumeyer said that of the large 
numbers of sub-standaru dwellings 
in St. Louis, at least 12,000 should 
be replaced by the Housing Au- 
thority, with Government co- 
operation, and tre rest by private 
enterprise. 

“THere is no need for private 
enterprise to be pposing Govern- 
ment-aided housing or vice versa,” 
he said. “The task is so gigantic 
that both will have all they can 
do to function in their own field: 
in fact, if both work together the 
Government-aided groups, like 
ours, implementing private enter- 
prise, the problem would be more 


quickly solved.” 
Some Help Needed. 


Blumeyer declared some Govern- 
ment assistance is necessary if de- 
cent housing is to be provided for 
low-income groups. “We must 
have the assistance of some public 
agency to absorb the write-down 
of the cost,” he said, “and thus 
I ask the Federal Government to 
help.” 

The Housing Authority chäir- 
man also suggested federal par- 
ticipation in a “yield insurance” 
housing program, -to attract pri- 
vate investment in rental housing 
for middle income groups. Under 
this plan the Government would 
guarantee a minimum return of 
2% per cent to investors in mass 
Rental rates 
would be fixed with the approval 
of the Government. 

Blumeyer said the Housing Au- 
thority already has more low-cost 
housing plans on file with the 
Federal Housing Authority. He 
described the two projects built 
before the war, Carr Square Vil- 
lage and Clinton- Peabody Terrace.

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question especially impresses me,” 
Mayor Kaufmann said. “We be- 
hold the paradox of adequate pur- 
chasing power coupled with strong 
demand on the one hand, and on 
the other, accelerated production, 
giving promise of catching up with 
demand in every field but housing. 
The conclusion is inescapable that 
something fundamentally wrong 
underlies the whole problem. 

“Never having been in the con- 
struction business, I cannot under- 
take to place my finger on the 
specific cause of present condi- 
tions. The fact that Congress has 
seen fit to appoint a special joint 
committee to explore the subject 
is indicative of the fact that the 
answer is not readily available.” 

“Source of Great Concern.” 

Since he became Mayor of St. 
Louis, he said, “the prevailing lack 
of adequate, decent housing in St. 
Louis has been a source of great 
concern to me. More than two 
years ago I appointed an Anti- 
Slum Commission, which through 
its later merger with the St. 
Louis Reconstruction Committee, 
numbers among its membership 
leaders in the business, construc- 
tion and building labor fields of 
the city. Primary purpose of the 
commission is to focus public at- 
tention on the problem and to co- 
ordinate the activities of the var- 
ious public and quasi-public and 
private agencies which have been 
trying to supply more housing.” 

Mayor Kaufmann said his pro- 
gram had emphasized the -desira- 
bility of participation of private 
capital in housing ventures and 
described efforts to induce insur- 
ance companies to build mass 
housing projects here. These ef- 
forts will be continued, he said. 

He deplored the failure of the 
Missouri Legislature to pass legis- 
lation enabling the city to grant 
tax remissions for low-cost hous- 
ing projects. This fight will be 
continued, he said. Mayor Kauf- 
mann said that other city meas- 
ures had included a policy of 
selling city-owned lots to veterans 
at reduced prices. 

Others With Mayor. 

Mayor Kaufmann was the first 
witness at today’s sessiom He 
was accompanied by Walter Head, 
chairman of the Anti-Slum Com- 
mission; City Counselor George L. 
Stemmler and Albert H. Baum, 
building commissioner. At the 
invitation of Senator McCarthy, 
Mayor Kaufmann sat with the two 
members of the joint committee 
for the remainder of the morning 
session. 

A “complete failure” of Con- 
gress and the Administration at 
Washington to provide leadership 
in the field of housing was 
charged by the Rev. E. Paul Syl- 
vester, pastor of Pilgrim Congre- 
gational Church and chairman of 
the Citizens Committee on Hous- 
ing and Community Planning, in 
testimony before the Joint Com- 
mittee today. 

He urged a “full review of the 
total construction industry and 
both labor and management prac- 
tices.’ If collusion to maintain 
high prices on building materials 
and high wages is found, he said, 
“the people should know about it,” 
and government regulation may 
follow. 

He cited the shortage of hous- 
ing for veterans. A total of 1138 
evictions of veterans and their 
families have been reported at the 
Veterans Service Center, he said. 

The Rev. Mr. Sylvester declared 
that 32,700 homes were needed in 
the St. Louis area immediately. 
He urged passage of the Wagner- 
Ellender-Taft housing measure by 
Congress. 

19,300 Veteran Applications. 

Edward*L. Butler, head of the 
housing section of the Veterans 
Service Center, testified that in 
the last year and a half the Cen- 
ter had received 19,310 applica- 
tions from veterans for housing. 
In the same period, he said, 7918 
housing units had been listed by

Congress last July decreed that 
these credit controls should end 
Nov. 1. Truman now, however, is 
believed certain to ask for their 
restoration. 

The Nourse council earlier ad- 
vised ‘the Administration to ex- 
plore the advisability of restoring 
war-style allocations of such 
things as. grain, sheet steel and 
other scarce steel products and 
perhaps some building materials 
but only as preparedness meas- 
ures, to be ready in case of need. 

Nourse said today that the cur- 
rent inflationary trend gives the 
council “no reason to abate” any 
of its earlier advice. 


The allocation proposal is likely 
to be Truman's first and foremost 
recommendation. Congress mem- 
bers who left his office yesterday 
said he hoped to employ that de- 
vice instead of seeking a restora- 
tion of food price ceilings and con- 
sumer rationing. 

Under allocations, the Govern- 
ment could specify how much 
wheat and corn could go to such 
industries as flour milling and dis- 
tilling. It also could earmark 
needed quantities of these and 
other shortage items for export to 
Europe. 

Other Possible Steps. 


Other anti-inflation measures 
mentioned by the council, or by 
other Administration officials, in- 
clude: 

1, The extension of export con- 
trols beyond their present expi- 
ration date of Feb. 20—an item 
which can be left until the regu- 
lar session of Cöngress. Controls 
now exist on several hundred 
items including petroleum and 
numerous steel products. 


2. The granting of new powers 
to the Federal Reserve Bank to 
put brakes on the expansion of 
bank credit. An inflow of gold 
from Canada, South Africa and 
other countries-—-which may be 
used by banks as a reserve to 
permit the granting of additional 
business credit-——has brought this 
proposal to the fore in recent 
weeks. 

3. The granting of authority 
to Truman, or to federal agen- 
cies, to specify margins on pur- 
chases of grain for future deliv- 
ery. 
Not until Truman himself broad- 
cast a denunciation of “gamblers 
in grain” this month did the im- 
portant Chicago, Minneapolis and 
other exchanges meet a previous 
Administration request to double 
their margins and require a one- 
third down payment as a curb on 
speculative buying.

Charges ‘Psychological 
Aggression, Attempt 
“te Incite Nations 
Against Nations.

TUP)—Turkey charged Russia to- 
“lay with “criminal” warmongering 
and appealed to the United Na- 
tions to make the Soviet press and 
radio halt its campaign of “psy- 
chological aggression” against 
Turkey. 

.. Throwing Soviet charges of war- 
fnciting right back at Moscow, 
Delegate Selim Sarper of Turkey 
complained that the Soviet infor- 
mation media are campaigning 
methodically to incite the Turkish 
people against their government 
and to array the rest of the 
peoples of the Middle East against 
the Turks. 

“IT also complain,” he said, that 
the Soviet press and radio is try- 
img to incite the Russian people 
themselves against the people of 
Turkey.” 

_ Sarper spoke before the General 
mbly’s Political Committee in 
third day of debate on a Soviet 
lution to condemn “warmong- 
ring and calling on member na- 
tions to make “warmongering” a 
crime. Russia has charged that 
the United States, Greece and Tur- 
‘key are permitting “warmonger- 
ing” against the Soviet Union. 
Reference to U. S. 

Sarper charged that Russia, 
through propaganda, was trying to 
turn the Turkish people against 
the United States by spreading 
reports that the United States was 
taking over Turkish military bases 
under the Truman aid program. 
Turkey and Greece are receiving 
aid under the Truman program 
for halting the spread of Com- 
munism. 

Sarper quoted from a score of 
Moscow radio broadcasts beamed 
to Turkey and from Soviet news- 
paper articles which, he said, were 
“of such violence as should not be 
voiced or printed in time of peace 
between two countries.” 

“Nothing in them,” he asserted, 
“is parallel to peaceful relations 
between nations.“ 

“I complain they (the Soviet 
Press and radio) tried to incite the 
Soviet people against Turkey. I 
complain against the psycholog- 
ical aggression, their warmonger- 


ing. I complain against their in- 
terference in Turkish internal af- 
fairs. I beg you, gentlemen, to 
put an end to this nefarious 
propaganda. I beg you to reject 
the Soviet resolution.” 

Sarper said there was no war- 
mongering. in Turkey because 
everyone there knew the only 
thing war could bring would be 
misery and poverty. 

Ukrainian Attacks U.S. 

Sarper spoke _ shortly before 
Dmitri Manuilsky, foreign min- 
ister of the Ukraine, took the 
floor to continue the Soviet anti- 
“warmonger” campaign. Manuil- 
sky accused the United States of 
carrying on “an economic and 
political war for capitalistic dom- 
ination.” He declared that the 
| United States was trying to im- 
poverish the world” but that “the 
eastern European democracies 
are fighting against this expan- 
sion.” 

He injected a new 
in the debate by denouncing the 
House UnAmerican Activities in- 
vestigation of the Hollywood film 
industry. He _ sarcastically de- 
clared that “this is a strange free- 
dom where people are being hailed 
before congressional commissions 
for films produced during the war 
which were friendly to the Soviet 
Union and to the stand of the 
Red Army at Stalingrad.” 

Manuilsky took the Vishinsky 
line in naming Secretary of De- 
fense James Forrestal as a “war- 
monger” and quoted former Vice 
President Henry A. Wallace as 
saying Forrestal was, “dangerous 
and a menace to peace.” Calling 
Forrestal a supporter of “the doc- 
trine of armed truce,” he said Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York 
also preached this doctrine. He di- 
rected his main attack, however, 
against capitalism in general, as- 
serting it is capitalism that 
breeds wars.” 


Mrs. Vijayalakshmi Pandit 
chief delegate of India and Am- 
bassador to Moscow, also opposed 
the Soviet proposal. She said 
“suppression or distortion of the 
truth is just as bad as warmon- 
gering.” She said India could not 
fix the “guilt of countries that 
have been named or unnamed.”

Before the debate began, au- 
thoritative sources said the Unit- 
ed States not only opposes the 
Soviet resolution “in its entirety,” 
as stated yesterday by Delegate 
Warren R. Austin in a speech to 
che committee, but will not com- 
promise under any circumstances.”

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REDS SEEK BAR 
ON INTERFERENCE 
BY STATION WIBV 


St. Clair County Party 
Group Asks FCC for 
Aid After Being Cut 
Off Air. 


Legal steps to prevent radio 
station WIBV of Belleville from 
interfering with broadcasts of the 
Communist party of St. Clair 
county over that station were 
planned today by John Rossen, 
county chairman of the party. 

Rossen said a suit was to be 
filed in United States District 
Court at East St. Louis, asking 
for a restraining order against 
such interference, and announced 
that he had sent a telegram to 
tue Federal Communications Com- 
mission in Washington, asking it 
to instruct the station to “abide 
by the constitutional guarantees 
of freedom of speech and by the 
regulations of the FCC.” 

The party has a contract with 
WIBV for a 26-week series of 15- 
minute paid broadcasts at 10:15 
a.m. Sunday. Last Sunday, dur- 
ing the fourth program in the se- 
ries, Rossen said, he was cut off 
the air seven times during the 15- 
minute program. 

Paul Wnorowskl, manager of

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the station, confirmed that 
phrases had been dropped from 
Rossen's talk, which covered a 
tide variety of subjects in na- 
tional and international. affairs. 
He said that Rossen had submit- 
ted the script in advance as re- 
quired by their contract, and he 
had deleted a number of phrases 
but Rossen insisted on reading 
them anyway. The Communist 
leader read them into a dead mi- 
crophone as a result. 

Wnorowski said he was unable 
to recall how many cuts were 
made or just what the phrases 
were. Rossen listed some of them 
as follows: “All those who real- 
J believe in democracy” ex- 
orbitant salaries of railroad ex- 
ecutives,” “railroads’ propaganda 
against unions,” “the common 
people of Europe,” “the Commu- 
nist party of St. Clair county.” 

The station manager told the 
Post-Dispatch the deletions were 
made because the phrases were 
considered “not good radio.” 

“I think they bordered on the 
un-American, if they were not 
totally un-American,” he said. 

“In view of the character of the 
phrases deleted by the station, 
Wnorowski's concept of un-Amer- 
icanism must have come direct 
from the National Association of 
Manufacturers,” Rossen asserted. 
“In resisting this outrageous at- 
tempt at {hought control, the 
Communist party is defending not 
only its own rights, but especially 
the rights of all labor, liberal and 
progressive groups, and in fact 
of all believers in democracy.” 

Wnorowski said there was an 
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“undeirsianuing” with tae Commu- 
nist group that the station had 
the right to “edit” the scripts be- 
fore the broadcast went on the 
air, but there was no provision to 
this effect in the contract. Rossen | 
denied that any such understand- 
ing existed, except for the right of | 
the station to remove statements 
considered libelous. | 

Wronowski said the station had 
consulted a lawyer to see if it 
legally could drop the rest of the 
Communist series, but had not re- 
ceived an opinion.

APAN’S economy is being de- 
J iiveratery sabotaged in order 

to gain sympathy at the peace 
conference, according to high of- 
ficialg of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s economic and scientific 
section. 

These officials charge Japanese 
capitalists, industrialists and, pos- 
sibly, government authorities with 
a concerted effort to slow down 
or halt entirely the nation’s re- 
construction until a peace treaty 
is signed. 

Another group, composed for 
the most part of owners of small- 
er factories, does not believe Gen. 
MacArthur’s program is “realis- 
tic’ for the Japanese, For this 
reason, together with the unset- 
tled state of the reparations pro- 
gram, this group is making only 
half-hearted efforts to get back 
into production. After two years 
of close observation, the Ameri- 
can authorities are now certain 
that the present chaotic state of 
the Japanese economy is due 
mainly to this sort of negative“ 
sabotage. 

Waste of Electric Power. 

The situation concerning elec- 
tric power, for example, is well 
known both to the occupation 
authorities and to the Japanese 
man in the street. More electric- 
ity is being produced now than 
even at the wartime peak. Never- 
tReless, the Japanese say there. is 
excessive use of electricity by the 
occupation and a resultant na- 
tionwide shortage. 

The fact is that there is ex- 
cessive use on the part of the 
Japanese themselves—with the ap- 
parent blessing of the Commerce 
and Industry Ministry, Between 
1930 and 1945, average consump- 
tion of electricity was 45 kilowatt 
hours per capita annually. The 
present rate is 95 kilowatt hours. 
According to the same American 
officials, Japanese manufacturers 
are flooding the market with 
cheap. electrical equipment, in 
order to encourage lavish use of 
power in homes. 

They charge also that certain 
factories are using power unneces- 
sarily. One plant, for example,

t’s Official 


Senator Taft has now made his candidacy of- 
ficial, and he has done it in his characteristically 
methodical way. The announcement was pre- 
eeded by an extensive trip through the West, 
undertaken to account for his stewardship and 
that of his Republican colleagues of the Eight- 
jeth Congress. It was undertaken, too, as Taft 
specified, to test the strength of his own follow- 
ing. Evidently he is satisfied that he can make 
a strong showing in the G.O.P. convention. 


Taft is an interesting public figure, even 
though he is lacking in color and political sex 
appeal. He is honest and he has courage. In the 
last Congress, he boldly assumed the hot-spot 
chairmanship of the Senate Labor Committee 
and played a leading part in drafting the Taft- 
Hartley bill. For that, he was frenziedly de- 
nounced by organized labor leaders, who went 
so far as to engage in cheap hooligan tacties to 
embarrass Taft on his Western trip. Instead of 
embarrassing him, it made him friends. 

Taft did not pussyfoot on the incandescent 
labor issue, and he has shown the same quality 
on other issues. He is ranked as a stubborn 
conservative, or even as a reactionary. Neither 
appellation is fair. He is co-author of -the 
Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill. For this, he was at- 
tacked only the other day by Herbert U. Nel- 
son, the real estate lobbyist. Because of Taft's 
advocacy of public housing, of Federal aid for 
medicine and education, Nelson said that Taft 
was “lined up with communism.” 

While Taft has been charged with lack of 
imagination—a critic once said that his intellect 
was bounded by the city limits of his home 
town, Cincinnati—he shows considerably more 
awareness of politica] trends than many of his 
Republican colleagues. He knows something has 
to be done by the Federal Government to aid 
housing, to improve health and education, and 
he offers his own solution in each case. 

They are carefully Solutions, recon- 


eiled as far as possible to Taft's philosophy of 


government, and Taft presents them because he 
knows that, if the Republicans do not make at 
least a piecemeal attack on these problems, the 
Democrats will make a attack—with 
public support. Unfortunately for himself and 
the country, Taft made no strong fight for his 
three ,measures in the last Congress, which 
might partly be explained by the onerous duties 
of majority leader and his pre-occupation with 
labor legislation. 

Taft has taken a stand on nearly all contro- 
versial issues. He is against universal military 
training, but favors the finest professional forces; 
he is opposed to rationing and price control; he 
wants to pass a tax-reduction bill next year, yet 
at the same time he favors a low federal budget; 
he would raise the minimum wage from 40 to 
at least 60 cents. On these and other subjects, 
he has been explicit and, however sharply one 
may disagree with him, he has laid his cards on 
the table for public examination. 

Taft's entry into the race will not please the 
internationalists, for his background and record 
stamp him as a nationalist. The signs of his 
conversion to the kind of broad foreign policy 
we must have today are not too numerous. In 
connection with the Marshall plan, for instance, 
he permitted himself to use the contemptuous 
phrase, “international WPA.” Unlike Vanden- 
berg, whose conversien te internationalism has 
every evidence of whole-souled sincerity, Taft's 
support of the State Department has been 
grudging and seemingly opportunistic. 

Of his chances in the convention, no one, of 
course, can comment with any certainty, but he 
is sure to play an important part in the deter- 
mination of the eventual nominee, if he does not 
win the first place himself. Since this is true, 
his announcement is very bad news for Gov. 
Dewey, whose candidacy Taft opposes. It may 
mean a repetition of the dog-eat-dog fight in 
1940, from which Wendell Willkie emerged as 
winner. 

Stassen and Taft are now avowed candidates 
and no bones about it. When will Dewey quit 
his coyness and not only announce his candidacy 
but begin discussing the issues? And as soon 
as Gen. Eisenhower retires as Chief of Staff, 
the country will expect a frank declaration of 
his views. 
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An Absurd Rule 


Federal officials were given a few feet lati- 
tude to draft a code to assure employe loyalty. 
True to bureaucratic type, they are trying to 
stretch it to a few miles. As their proposed code 
has it, a clerk could be fired as an enemy of the 
United States if he innocently gave out innocent 
information that resulted in “administrative em- 
barrassment or difficulty” for his boss. Under 
this scheme, no one but department heads and 
the President would dare discuss with outsiders 
anything much more serious than the weather. 
This nonsensical code is already in foree in the 
Veterans Administration. Before it proceeds 
further, the President should knock it ,in the 
head. 


Behind the Shelton Murder 


The most protracted and disgraceful gang war 
in the history of the St. Louis area is recalled 
by the roadside murder of Carl Shelton, “brains” 
of the Shelton gang, near his Fairfield (III.) 
farm home. 

That fighting had its origins in the prohibition 
rackets of the 208, but it roared through the 
next decade with the old Birger gang—head- 
quartered in their most unsuitably named 
“Shady Rest“ —as the chief adversaries of the 
Shelton brothers and their followers. At least 
40 persons, including the mayors of two Illinois 
communities, were killed. Several pitched 
battles were fought, complete with tank and 
bomber plane. 

Cari Shelton, unlike Al Capone, protagonist 
of the era, died as he had lived, but this only 
adds to the shame of the story. Although 
Charlie Birger was hanged, the Sheltons have 
gone virtually unpunished. In view of their 
record, this is an almost unbelievable breakdown 
in law enforcement. 

Does Shelton’s murder perhaps indicate the 


people of the area once again be assured over 
the radio by brazen law-breakers that they are 


in no danger? Or will this be the signal for an 
upsurge of public indignation strong enough to 


force a clean-up of gangsterism and the kind of 
law enforcement under which it flourishes? 
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Leadership by Mr. Truman 
In calling a special session of a politically 
hostile Congress to face the urgent domestic and 
international issues, President Truman shows 
the leadership which the country and the world, 
for that matter, have a right to expect of him. 


Since the announcement came after the Chief 


Executive had conferred for an hour with 11 
congressional leaders, and was announced by 


Speaker Martin, it may be assumed that the 
need for a special session is agreed to by at least 
some of the high-ranking Republicans. This is 
all te the good. 

Food for empty stomachs in Europe is not a 


party question, Neither is the continued rise in 


living costs. Such issues cannot be decided on a 
party basis. Everyone loses when food prices 
shoot up. Those who fought to retain controls 
are victims along with the opponents, who 
brought about their removal. 

The President's call to our Senators and Rep- 
resentatives is a partial answer to the criticism 
of the United States voiced by James P. War- 
burg, international financier, on his return to 
this country after two months in Europe. He 
said that Europe feared Americans would permit 
“considerations of domestic partisan issues” to 
sway our foreign policy. He said also that our 
rigid political machine did not facilitate the 
spread of help as required. 

Here clearly is an opportunity for an agency 
such as the United States Information Service 
and its Voice of America program to explain 
our congressional system to the world. Here is 
a story to tell and the announcement of the spe- 
cial session to aid Europe makes it one that men 
and women of that bungry continent will be 
glad to hear. ° 
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Another Nobel Prize for St. Louis 


The award of the Nobel Prize in medicine to 
Dr. Carl Cori of Washington University, and his 
wife, Dr. Gerty Cori, is another indication of the 
high standard which is being maintained in 
scientific and medical research in St. Louis. 

This is no matter of a bolt of lightning strik- 
ing in the wilderness. The same distinction was 
conferred on Dr. Edward A. Doisy of St. Louis 
University in 1943 and on Dr. Joseph Erlanger 
of Washington University in 1944. And it also 
went to Dr. Cori’s predecessor on the Washing- 
ton faculty, Dr. Herbert Gasser. One almost 
begins to expect the announcement at regular— 
and frequent—intervals. 

Dr. Cori and his wife, who are modest teach- 
ers of biological chemistry, were honored for 
their work in synthesizing phosphorylase, a dis- 
covery which may preve to be of high value in 
the treatment of diabetes, hyperthyroidism and 
similar afflictions. In congratulating them, 
tribute must also be.paid to the university which 
makes possible such distinguished contributions 
to the preservation of health. 
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A Red’s Right to Free Speech 

An issue’ of free speech is raised by John 
Rossen, local Communist, whose broadcast last 
Sunday over WIBV at Belleville was interrupted 
several times. The radio station objected to 
some of the phrases Rossen used on the ground 
that they were un-American. Here are the sen- 
tences involved with the omitted phrases printed 
in italic: 

And because I love America and the com- 
mon people of our country, I get burned to 
a crisp every time I see what a handful of 
Wall Street economic royalists is trying to 
do to wreck our country and tread on the 
common people. 

And I don’t especially care to see Ameri- 
can boys die, and our American cities atom- 
bombed just for the glory of Standard Oil 
Co. or J. P. Morgan & CO. 


Well, folks, reading the newspapers this 
week, even the big business controlled news- 
papers, you can plainly see that the news 
was not such as to — the Wall Street 
gang very happy. . 

And in Europe and throughout the world, 
the common people are dotting the world 
know just what they think of Wall Street's 
efforts to put the hooks into t them. 

As these sentences reveal, Rossen’s speech 
was a typical example of communist hogwash, in 
which the ills of the world are laid at the door 
of Wall Street, without any factual support for 
the charges. 

But if the speech was stupid, the editing of 
the radio station was equally stupid. Is there 
anything un-American about referring to the 
common people, lambasting Wall Street or say- 
ing that the country has big-business controlled 
newspapers’? Americans have been saying things 
like that from time immemorial. 


Rossen has a justifiable complaint against 
WIBV.

I believe that universal military training 
would de beneficial to the youth of the 
nation. But the question whether univer- 
gal military training will be good or bad 
for our boys merely clouds the real issue. 
Decision must be based on.the answer to 
the question, “Is universal military train- 
ing an essential part of a balanced, inte- 
grated program of national security?” 


With the termination of hostilities, the 
great Army and Navy we built up to de- 
fend liberty in the 
world have melted 
like snow. The na- 
tion is in no condi- 
tion to defend itself 
against aggression. 

The effort to build 
a substantial trained 
reserve through the 
medium of the state 
militia has fallen 
woefully short of its 
goal, The men who 
have come back from 
the fighting fronts 
are reluctant to enlist 


for more soldiering. Owen J. Roberts 


Despite the organization of United Na- 
tions, we stand today as we have stood 
before, in a world of national isolationism, 
national selfishness, national jealousy and 
national provocation. 


In this situation, the failure of the 
United States to provide an integrated and 
balanced national defense policy is to shut 


our eyes to obvious national peril. 
Five Points of View 


I suppose that the thinking of men and 
women in this country may be classed in 
five points of view. 
munists and fellow travelers are against 
universal military training because they 
hope that we may be as weak as possible 
when and if an attempt is made to sov- 
ietize us. 


The pacifists are against military pre- 
paredness and, therefore, against universal 
military training. Their proposition is 
that it would be better to be overrun by 
armies and enslaved by dictators than that 
one shot be fired in defense of our way of 
life. We may disregard these two groups. 


Three classes remain. First, there are 
the isolationists, who are for cutting all 
our ties with other peoples and standing 
alone in our might against all and sundry. 
I do not stop to discuss the futility of any 
attempt to carry out such a policy. It is 
obvious that it would result in a dictator- 
ship here and in a military organization 
the cost of which might well bankrupt the 
nation. But assuming that such a policy 
would be pursued, how could it be effectu- 
ated without an enormous military organi- 
zation? Six months’ military training of 
our youth as they attain 18 years of age 
would seem to be the minimum that such 
isolation would require. 


Secondly, there are those who, while 
they hope for ultimate world government, 
insist that we must struggle on in the UN, 
in the hope that it may evolve into a 
world government which will require only 
an international police force. Again T do 


not stop to analyze the position further 


than to say that experience in the UN to 
date indicates the goal is in the dim

distance. Meantime, what would these ad- 
vocates of ultimate world government pre- 
scribe in the way of preparedness? 


Finally, we come to those who believe 
that the most urgent need of the moment 
is the federation of the democratic nations 
of the world for their common defense and 
common welfare. In such a federation, 
the American people obviously would have 
to make the largest contribution to its 
military equipment. Nothing that the 
United States today possesses would con- 
stitute an adequate contribution to the 
common military forces. It would seem, 
then, that these persons also must agree 
that the best preparatory step must be a 
six months’ period of training. 


Not the Road to War 


It is said that universal military training 
will lead us toward war on the theory that 
military training inspires a warlike spirit 
—that to give a boy a gun tempts him to 
use it. Fifteen million men were in the 
armed services during the war. Who has 
detected any resulting trend toward mi- 
tarism in our people? 


Next comes the argument that universal 
military training is not democratic. In 
both the World Wars this country was 
compelled to resort to conscription to raise 
the necessary armies. The process was as 
purely democratic as can be conceived. Is 
there anything undemocratic in preparing 
to meet peril by calling upon each youth of 
the land to submit to preliminary training 
against the possible emergency of his being 
called to serve his country? In addition, 
the bringing of all young men together at 
about the same age for a stated period, on 
an equal footing, will be essentially a 
democratizing influence on them. 

Many people shy at the possible cost of 
military training. We are paying for 
World War II at the rate of ten billion dol- 
lars a year, and the peak will not be 
reached for 30 years. Would it not be good 
insurance to pay 20 per cent of this 
amount for universal military training each 
year if it would prevent, or even shorten, 
another war? 


A Handful Not Enough 


Lastly, there are those who insist that 
universal military training would be a use- 
less expense. They say that the next war 
will be fought with atom bombs and germs, 
that great armies would be useless, that 
what we need is a small, highly trained 
technical army. The Compton Report 
points out that an atomic attack will 
completely disorganize civil life, and that 
without a trained reserve to take control, 
rally and recovery will be impossible. 
Moreover, no conceivable atomic attack 
will end war. Invasion troops will be em- 
ployed and a competent reserve Sor de- 
tense will be essential. 


To say that a nation to have secure 
defense needs but a handful of men is 
arrant nonsense. The penalty of negiect 


of this obvious measure of defense is likely 
to be national disaster.

A great atomic 
scientist recently told me that it 
would be possible for the Russians 
to bring atomic bombs, in parts, 
into the United States in suit- 
cases and assemble them in se- 
crecy. There are violent partisans 
as able to do this as Irgunists are 
able to blow up buildings in Pales- 
tine.

Ordinary 
bombs are sufficient: If, when 
the time comes, the Soviets have 
left as an effective resister only 
the United States, they will si-

ed States or the Soviet Union, or 


both. ' 

I am not inciting anyone to that 
war, but warning both the Ameri- 
can people and the Soviet Union. 
The Soviet-sponsored Communist 
conspiracy will lead to war if not 
decisively abandoned., It is as 
much in Soviet interests as our 
own that it should be abandoned. 
The Soviets have taken leave of 
their senses. 3 

But our business is not to de- 
fend them but ourselves.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24—An or- 
der which puts out of business, at 


least for the time being, American 
International Airways, Inc., oper- 
ators of the Bermuda Sky Queen, 
was issued today by the Civil Aero- 
mautics Board. 

The Bermuda Sky Queen was 
the flying boat forced down in the 
Atiantic ocean Oct. 14. In a dra- 
matic operation by the Coast Guard 
Cutter Bibb, all 69 persons aboard 
were rescued. 

Today's order suspending the 
certificate of registration of Amer- 
ican International Airways, Inc., 
was based primarily on economic 
factors but it was said at the CAB 
that the near-tragedy on the flight 
of the Bermuda Sky Queen from 
Eire to New York had been taken 
into consideration. 

American International Was one 
of 65 companies whose certificates 
of registration Were suspended to- 
day. Among the others are two 
St. e companies, the Central 

Service and Remmert-Wer- 
— ne., both of which operate 
out of Lambert-St. Louis Field. 
. All 68 companies affected by to- 
Gay’s order are classified as ir- 
regular air carriers.” Companies 
of this sort do not operate on 
regular schedules between fixed 
points but are available for char- 
ter flights and special missions. 

The principal basis for today’s 
suspension order was that the 
CAB contended these companies 
had not filed the required sched- 
ules of rates charged or had not 
filed operational reports through 
which they are expected to dis- 
close periodically to CAB such 
facts as how frequently they fly 
and to what points they have 
flown. 

Against American International 
Airways is pending also a suspen- 
sion order which alleges it has 
been operating as a common car- 
rier on regular schedules. 

Each company named in today’s 
order of suspension is given 15 
days within which to defend itself 
against charges brought by CAB. 
Should they be able to do so, the 
order of suspension would be 
lifted. 

As a result of the forced land- 
ing at sea, the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration is conducting its 
own nr gg gg to determine 
the cause. A public hearing to 
bring out the facts will be held 
Nov. 7 in New. York. 

In these matters the CAB and 
-_ CAA are acting independently. 

American International Air- 
~ should be able to clear it- 
self of the charges of violation of 
the economic regulations set out 
by CAB in its certificate of regis- 
tration, there is still the possibil- 
ity tha tthe CAA, should it find 
gross violation of safety regula- 
tions, could put the company out 
of busiess permanently.

BE A SNIFFER— 
NOT A NOSE BLOWER 
IF YOU HAVE A COLD 


Army Doctor Says Habit Is 
Detrimental to Care of 
Respiratory Infections. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP)— 
If you have a cold, don't blow 
your nose—be a sniffer—says an 
Army doctor. 

‘“Nose-blowing is believed to be 
the most important single detri- 
mental factor to the proper care 
of acute or chronic upper respira- 
tory infections,” Capt. Angus C. 
Randolph declared today in the 
bulletin of the United States Army 
medical department. He recom- 
mends “forceful inhalation or 


ag oe 

olph said a common cold 
can ordinarily be divided into 
three stages. In the third stage 
there is a discharge from nasal 
sinuses which, Randolph declared, 
“may persist for days, months, or 
even years,” leading to such com- 
plications as pneumonia, mastoid- 
itis and arthritis. 

“The keystone of the method 

of prevention is the re-education 
of the patient in the matter of the 
time-honored habit of nose blow- 
ing,” he wrote. 
“This habit must be broken be- 
cause blowing creates positive 
pressure in the upper respiratory 
passages. There is always a cer- 
tain amount of secretion about 
the small openings of the nasal 
sinuses which is forced back into 
the sinuses by blowing.” 

He said such congestion tends 
to impair the normal mechanism 
by which the sinuses get rid of 
secretions which otherwise would 
be a fertile field for secondary 
invading organisms. 


18,000 RELEASED FROM U.S.

BRITONS FAVOR 
REPRESENTATIVE |= 
RULE FOR REICH == 


Commons Committee Al- 
so Wants ‘Firm’ British 
Stand) on Length of 
Occupation. 


LONDON, Oct. 24 (AP)—A spe- 
cial House of Commons commit- 
tee urged today formation of a 
“representative German Govern- 
ment” and called for a “firm” 
British stand on the length of oc- 
cupation. 

The bi-partisan committee as- 
serted in a formal report to the 
House that the Germans “should 
be given as soon as possible com- 
plete responsibility for balancing 
their own economy.” 

The group acknowledged, how- 
ever, that “at the moment it is 
not possible to put this burden 
squarely on German shoulders be- 
cause Germany cannot buy food 
and raw material for herself.” 

“Every step should be taken to 
secure the immediate economic re- 
integration of the zones of occu- 
pation,” the committee declared. 

“If, however, it should prove im- 
possible to secure the reintegra- 
tion of all the zones, then there 
must be a clear and firm policy 
formulated and a representative 
German government instituted, 
with full responsibilities within 
clearly defined limits for the Brit- 
ish and such other zones as may 
be brought within the framework 
of a single economy.” 

This apparently was aimed at 
the possibility of a breakdown in 


negotiations within the four-pow- 
er Council of: Foreign Ministers 


which will meet here next month 
to discuss possibilities of stabiliz- 
ing German economy and of reach- 
ing an Austrian peace settlement. 

The committee declared “the 
burden of supporting the German 
in peace is as irksome as the 
burden of defeating him in war.” 
However, the report set a high 
priority on food imports for Ger- 
many. 


“Food is the key to the whole 
problem of the German economy,.“ 


it said. “If the Germans can be 
fed adequately, the restoration of 
the output of coal and consumer 
goods will automatically follow.” 

In many respects, the recom- 
mendations paralleled those of 
former President Hoover after his 
eee investigation of Ger- 

an economy made at the re- 
quest of President Truman. 

The report called for a definite 
plan, presumably on an interna- 
tional basis, for disposing of the 
problem of war refugees in the 
British-American zones. 


It said the victorious powers 


should insist upon carrying out, 


the program of dismantling part 
of Germany's industry as “paft of 
the price Germany has to pay for 
all the damage inflicted on the 
world by the Nazis.” 

Immediate steps were urged “to 
initiate an expert investigation 
into the whole question of mone- 
tary reform in Germany.

Pennsylvania Curtails 
Hunting and Fishing

HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 24 
(AP)—In a sweeping move to re- 
duce the threat of forest fires in 
Pennsylvania’s parched wood- 
lands, Gov.

starts Nov. 1 unless rainfall in the 
meantime dispels the current dan- 
ger of fires.

24 
(AP)— Hunting seasons were sus- 
pended in five eastern West Vir- 
ginia counties yesterday as two 
four-day-old forest fires burned 
unchecked in the tinder-dry woods 
of Mineral county. 

Conservation Director Jack Ship- 
man announced the suspension un- 
til further notice of all hunting 
in Mineral, Grant, Hardy, Pendle- 
ton.and Morgan counties—the one 
area in the state where squirrels 
have been reasonably plentiful. 

The squirrel season ends 
throughout the state Saturday 
night. Whether the suspension 
might continue into the season on 
wild turkey and quail starting 
Nov. 1 depended on the weather. 
A soaking rain is needed to make 
the woods safe, State Forester 
Wilson B. Sayers said.

The New Films

Fair Enough, But Not Art 


Undoubtedly, in “THE LONG NIGHT,” currently at the 
FOX THEATER, Director Anatole Litvak and Screenwriter 
John Wexley were under the delusion they were making an 
artistic motion picture, one stark, honest, realistic and com- 
passionate, one laying bare the motivations 
for tragic human actiohs. Well, they weren't. 
Simply because they haven't been stark and 
honest, but have watered down what was 
meant to be a tragedy to standard Hollywood 
box-office proportions, they have turned out 
merely a conventional melodrama, well-done 
and interesting enough for its type, but short 

of its pretensions.

Sophoulis, the Grand Old Man of Greece [row nine 10 Five 


He's Held Every Big Job in Greece, Now Heads Country for Third Time 


By J. P. McEvoy 


ATHENS, Greece. 
HE head man in Greece today 
is a salty old codger named 
Themistocles Sophoulis. He is 
eighty-five, eighty-seven or eighty- 
nine years old—depending on who 
is telling it. Himself, he is pur- 
posely vague as are most old men, 
but when somebody asked him re- 
cently if he didn’t think he was 
pretty old to take the job of 
Prime Minister and head the gov- 
ernment in these explosive times 
he scoffed, “Me old? My father 
lived to be 105, and I'm in better 

shape at my age than he Was.” 
The good shape that old man 
Sophoulis finds himself in is a 
national legend. The Greeks 
tell you with pride that he has 
all his teeth and his favorite dish 


is octopus—which chews and 


tastes like an old rubber heel and 
calls for a digestive apparatus like 
a turkey’s gizzard, which they 
say can bend a six-penny nail. The 
old boy’s eyesight is just as keen 
as ever. Not only can he do a 
master X-ray job on the politi- 
ciant who crowd the corridors out- 
side his office, thumbing rides on 
the old Gray Train, but he has 
lost sone of his interest or skill 
in appraising feminine lure. When 
the old fellow met the Queen of 
all the Greeks (a charmer and no 
mistake) he exclaimed raptur- 
ously: “What a dish!” (The 
Greeks have a lustier word for it 
—and the King was not amused.) 
Incidentally, they tell the story 
that the King was milling around 
at a cocktail party recently and 
an American lady tourist who 
didn’t quite catch the name asked 
him by way of making conversa- 
tion where he was stopping. The 
King replied somewhat wistfully: 
“Anywhere they let me.” 
Sophoulis was born on the 
Island of Samos which is not far 
from Turkey and was under 
Turkish rule for nearly 400 years. 
Around the turn of the century 
he organized a rebellion. The 
Turkish fleet blockaded the island, 
the rebellion was bloodily sup- 
pressed and Sophoulis condemned 
to death. He managed to escape 
to Athens where he carried on 
the work for independence for his 
homeland. How he finally accom- 
plished it single-handed without 
money or arms is a true story

Ing out passionate purple prop- 
aganda appeals to the world in gen- 
eral which stirred up so much pub- 
lic opinion in Europe that Great 
Britain, France and Russia were 
forced to take steps to “protect” 
these persecuted patriots from the 
“unspeakable Turk.” These great 
protecting powers demanded that 
the government of the island treat 
immediately with the leader of 
the rebellion—but the government 
was honeslty bewildered. There 
Wasn't really any rebellion and 


they couldn’t find any leader to 
treat with—but the great powers 


insisted and Ohly then did Soph- 
oulis ocme out of the woods, pro- 
claim himself the new leader of 


Samos and take the Turkish sur-. 


render. The Turks were forced to 
withdraw from the island and 
then Sophoulis proclaimed the 
union of his homeland with 
Greece. For craftiness and guile 
it equalled any of the homeric ex- 
ploits of his fabled ancestors 
when they outfoxed the Trojans. 

In his youth Sophoulis was a 
professor of archeology in Ath- 
ens University and wrote several 
books in German and Greek on 
his specialty. He is an authori- 
ty on his country’s long and tum- 
ultuous history—and a walking 
compendium of ancient wit, wis- 
dom and political skullduggery 
gleaned from loving and expert 
study of the old Greek philoso- 
phers and statesmen. His col- 
leagues in today’s government look 
like the successful Greek busi- 
nessmen we know in the states 


aside all enmity . 


—they could be so many Spyros 
Skourases—but Sophoulis really 
looks like that elder statesman 
who could be the reincarnation of 
his namesake Themistocles of old, 
who we are told mixed political 
shrewdness and practical sagacity 
and was a fighter, a philosopher 
or a finagler—whichever the oc- 
casion required.

LWAYS a revolutionary and a 
A ene later, as he mellowed 

with age, a Liberal with a gen-

ences and persuaded them to lay

end he has proclaimed an am- 
nesty for all political prisoners, 
guerillas all engaged in bloody 


. civil strife, promising them par- 


don and freedom if they will re- 
turn to their country’s bosom,” 
but adding that if they don't he 
will “proclaim the alarm of the 
whole race and with a deeply 
grieved heart but with an indo- 
mitable will shall smite the un- 
repenting and treacherous rebel- 
lion.“ 

The Grand Old Greek who is 
Themistocles Sophoulis knows too 
well the story of his country’s 
past to be dreamy about the the 
present or starry-eyed about the 
future. He has grown poor in the 
service of his country but rich 
in the esteem of his countrymen. 
One of the few Elder Statesmen 
of our time, he proclaims that 
tolerance and moderation alone 
will knit his people together— 
that there is no purely military 
solution for the troubles of his 
country or the world. He likes to 
say that every time a new book 
comes out he reads an old one— 
and that in the present as in the 
past the trouble with the world 
ig that there is plenty for every- 
one’s need—but there will never 
be enough for everyone's greed.

Saga of the Five Edison Brothers 


Their One Shoe Store of 25 Years Ago Has Grown Into Four Tremendous Chains 


By Dickson Terry 


T was just 26 Fanti ago today 
| that the five Edison Brothers 

put their heads together in their 
home town of Atlanta, Ga. and 
decided to open a shoe store. It 
was to be something of a depar- 
ture in the way of shoe stores, and 
for reasons which seemed sound 
to them at the time, they didn’t 
want to call it Edison’s. So they 
opened a telephone book at ran- 
dom and one of them shut his 
eyes and laid his finger on the 
page. All five leaned forward to 
look and saw that the finger 
pointed to the name, “Chandler.” 
So “Chandler’s” it became. 

The five young brothers were 
only looking for a name for one 
shoe store then. They didn’t dream 
that 25 years later the name 
Chandler would be well known to 
shoe-buying women from one end 
of the country to the other, nor 
that they, the five Edison boys, 
sons of a Latvian-born peddler, 
would some day own and operate 
the largest chain of women’s re- 
tail shoe stores in the world. 

The telephone book, it turned 
out, was to serve in the same ca- 
pacity three more times during 
the ensuing years. Since the 
method of selecting a name 
seemed to have brought them luck 
in the first instance, they used 
the same method in selecting the 
names of their three other chains: 
Baker's, Leed’s and Burts. 

Today the four chains, which 
since 1929 have had their head- 
quarters here in St. Louis, have 
expanded to 186 stores in 35 states. 
They sell 12,500,000 pairs of shoes 
a year, and sales last year to- 
taled more than $65,000,0000. They 
are at present getting ready to 
open several stores in Canada— 
where the opening of one store 
used to be an occasion, they now 
think nothing of opening them in 
groups—and they are confident 
that within a few years they will 
be doing $100,000,000 business an- 
nually, 

Millions of women who buy their 
shoes never heard of the Edison 
Brothers. Outside the shoe busi- 
ness few know the five quiet, re- 
tiring men who own and operate 
this vast enterprise. 

Abraham Edison, native of Lat- 
via and father of Harry, Mark, 
Simon, Sam and Irving, carried a 
peddler’s pack through the rural 
districts and small towns of Geor- 


~ gia until finally, about 1894, he 


decided he had enough money to 
open a small store. He tried the 
town of Adsel, but didn’t prosper 
so he moved to Valdosta and final- 
ly to Atlanta, where the boys grew 
up and where they learned about 
business from papa. 

Harry had a shoe store on De- 
catur street in Atlanta, Sam and 
Mark a store in Whitehall street, 
and the two youngest, Simon and 
Irving, a little store on Peachtree 
street. The boys were running in 
competition to one another, but 
they had one thing in common. 
All of them were style conscious 
and good buyers. And all of them 
noticed that wealthy women of 
Atlanta were slipping down to 
their side street stores to buy, 
for considerably less money, shoes 
that looked as stylish as the shoes 
in the expensive shops. 

The boys decided to do some- 
thing which was looked upon in 
merchandising circles not only as 
revolutionary but also as economic 
suicide. They decided to open a 
popular-priced store right up in 
the best part of town where the 
rich folks traded. 

Until the day the Edison's 
opened that first store it had been 
axiomatic that low-priced stores 
segregated themselves in low- 
priced neighborhoods. The Edi-

sons, despite the warnings of other 
merchants, saw no reason why 
this should be true. They defied 
tradition in this and in several 
other phases of accepted merchan- 
dising practices. Theirs was to 
be a cash business. Quality folks, 
they were told, bought on charge 
accounts, 

Furthermore, they were going 
to have only one price for all 
shoes, and they were going to be 
so vulgar as to put price cards 
on the shoes right in the window 
where everyone could see them. 
Nice stores in the neighborhood 
they were crashing didn’t do that. 
They put the shoes in the window 
and the price was open to ne- 
gotiation when the customer 
came in. 

When the store opened the old- 
line merchants averted their gaze, 
They just couldn’t bear to look. 
But when they did peek they dis- 
covered a line of women standing 
in front of the store waiting for 
the doors to open. 

The Edisons now admit to hav- 
ing had a qualm or two them- 
selves, which is the explanation 
for the business with the tele- 
phone book. If the store did 
flop, they didn’t want the name 
Edison to go down with it. 

It is generally recognized in 
shoe circles today that the Edi- 
sons made shoe history that day. 
It was the first store to offer 
women’s shoes exclusively, it was 
first to have them all the same 
price, and it was the store which 
led popular-priced chain stores 
into the best business streets and 
often the best locations. 

Anyway, the boys had proved 
they were right and were satis- 
fied to stop there. But a travel- 
ing salesman came to town, saw 
how well the store was doing, 
and told them about a vacant 


building in the heart of New Or- 
leans. So they opened another 
store. From then on they opened 
them in fairly ‘rapid succession. 

In 1929, when they had 17 
stores, they made two-important 
decisions. They moved to St. 
Louis, and they incorporated. 

“We were spending so much 
time traveling back and forth to 
St. Louis, which is the shoe mar- 
ket bt the nation,” explains broth- 
er Irving, “that on one trip we 
just packed our families and be- 
longings and stayed in St. Louis.” 
Headquarters for the business is 
the eight-story building at 315 
Washington avenue. They have 
also taken over part of a building 
on Third street and most of an- 
other across the intersection at 
“Washington and Fourth streets. 
They employ 4600 people. 

. * * 


HEN they incorporated, the 
five brothers took equal share 

of stock, and their salaries 
remain the same. Their duties fol- 
low their individual talents, and 
there is no conflict. Harry, eldest 
and president of the company, 
supervises the financial and real 
estate departments; Mark, vice- 
president and _ treasurer, and 
Simon direct merchandising and 
purchasing. Irving directs retail 
sales and personnel, and Sam, is in 
charge of accessories, such as 
handbags, hose, polish, etc., where- 
in lies a small tale. It was Sam’s 
idea to put handbags in shoe 
stores, something which had never 
been done before. He pointed out 
to his brother the pogsibilities of 
matching bags with shoes, so some- 
what reluctantly they decided to 
let him have a fling at it. Now 
it adds more than $10,000,000 annu- 
ally to their gross sales figures. 
Every morning at 11 o’clock the 
brothers meet in Harry’s office 


where they have at it. Some 
mornings, employes report, it 
sounds like a stormy U.N, Session. 
Other mornings, all is serene. But 
regardless of the tone of the ses- 
sion, the brothers always wind up 
in agreement. 

Maybe nothing will come of a 
morning meeting, maybe the quiet- 
est meeting will result in a de- 
cision to open several new stores. 
They have been known to open 
as Many as seven in one day. 


They have leases for almost 50 
now, when they get around to 
them. But opening a store is no 
overnight affair. One of the se- 
crets of their success has been 
to offer medium-priced shoes in an 
expensive setting. Their stores 
are described as lush and plush, 
yet always in good taste and they 
spend the money to get the de- 
sired effect. On a store recently 
opened in Little Rock they spent 
$145,000. All the stores are air- 
conditioned, all have the best car- 
peting, chairs and other fixtures 
obtainable. 

Their enterprises are so far- 
flung now that even the brothers 
sometimes get a little confused. 
Not long ago Mark was in Evans- 
ville to call on the store there 
and for the life of him he couldn't 
remember. his manager’s name, So 
he dropped into a store next door, 
sought out the manager, who was 
talking to another man, and asked 
him if he knew the name of the 
manager of the shoe store next 
door, “Certainly was the reply, 
“here he is right here.” It was the 
man he had been talking to. It 
was Mark’s most embarrassing 
moment,

Bert Oglesby, regional man- 
ager in the Kansas City area, and 
Roy Oscarson, sales manager, 
were among their first shoe sales- 
men. Of their stores, 182 are man- 
aged by men who started as sales- 
men, and 18 of their regional man- 
agers started as salesmen, as did 
virtually all merchandisers, buy- 
ers and office executives. Many 
of them were discovered as a re- 
sult of the company's policy of 
encouraging every man to write 
in and tell his ambitions. Max 
Dimont, editor of the company 
magazine, the Edisonian, was sell- 
ing shoes in Fort Wayne when 
he asked for an opportunity as 
editor and public relations man. 

The Edisons have done more 
than anyone else to raise the 
standards of shoe selling as a 
As far as they are 
concerned, no “shoe dogs” need 
apply. In the shoe business the 
“shoe dog” is the equivalent of 
the old-time tramp printer, travel- 
ing from place to place; working 
a while and moving on. They em- 
ploy only young men earnestly 
seeking a career in the business. 
They have raised the wage stand- 
ard, and they point to many ex- 
cellent executive positions in the 
company for salesmen to aim at. 
Like many large industries, they 
are now talent-scouting the busi- 
ness and commerce graduates of 
the large universities, pointing out 
to them the possibilities in shoe 
merchandising. 

On the occasion of their twenty- 
fifth anniversary, the brothers are 
being honored by a banquet to- 
night at the Sheraton-Coronado 
Hotel, to be attended by 400 exe- 
cutives and employes of the com- 
pany, and by Mayor William B. 
Hartsfield of Atlanta, who is fly- 
ing to St. Louis for the occasion. 

Looking back over the years, 
during which they have estab- 
lished the largest chain of its kind 
in the world, given employment to 
4600 people and put 130,000,000 
pairs of shoes on the feet of 
women of America, the brothers 
find themselves with but one re- 
gret. But it’s too late to do any- 
thing about it now. 

“While it doesn't make a lot of 
difference,” says Irving, we'll 
have to confesg this.

ROUND-THE-WORLD FLIGHT 


OVER BOTH POLES POSTPONED 


CHICAGO, Oct. 24 (UP)—Mil- 
ton Reynolds announced today 
that the proposed globe-circling 
flight over both poles by round- 
the-world flyer Bill Odom had 
been postponed until next fall. 
Reynolds, pen manufdcturer 
who will finance the flight, said 
the decision to postpone it was 
reached after discussions last 
Monday with officials of the 
Army Air Force, to whom all re- 
search data obtained on the flight 
would be given. 

Reynolds, who accompanied 
Odom on his first round-the-world 
flight, said that scientific infor- 
mation which could be obtained 
by a single flight over the South 
Pole would not be of vital in- 
terest.

HEN planning to serve ice 

cream one needs to know 

exactly what the cream is 
made of in order to be able to 
select the rest of the foods in the 
meal wisely. There is a wide varia- 
tion of ingredients even in one 
variety of ice cream and each va- 
riety differs from the other con- 
siderably. For example, straw- 
berry ice cream may be almost a 
fake so far as the strawberry 
content is concerned. Synthetic 
coloring and flavoring and just a 
few strawberries may look and 
taste as good as a cream made 
with a maximum amount of 
berries. The colored, flavored 
cream is lacking in vitamin C 
value but may be actually higher 
in fat and protein value. Choco- 
late ice cream usually is much 
higher in fat and protein value 
than a real strawberry, raspberry 
or peach cream but it has little 
or no vitamin C value. All ice 
creams supply a good portion of 
the required A and B vitamins. 
If a hearty dessert is needed, 
cream with high fat, protein and 
vitamin value is desirable. Ice 
cream made with evaporated milk 
has an especially high protein 
value, but the fat content is not 
as high as that made with cream.

America can tell offhand how the 
diaphragm works or even just 
where and what it is. Of course 
these “educated” people have lit- 
tle or no notion about the part 
the belly plays in breathing, and 
none at all about the part it plays 
*. alding or boosting the circula- 


The muscles in the A 7 
dominal wall) not only act 
breathing muscles but, if — 
breathe naturally, your belly 
muscles aid your circulation by 
pushing the blood in the veins, 
the veins in your 1 and the 
great veins in the abdomen, tow- 
ard the heart, the right side of 
the heart, so that the heart can 
pump it through the lungs for 
oxygenation. 

Therefore belly breathing, which 
is natural breathing, is advisable 
for everyone who is subject to 
swollen, enlarged, prominent or 
varicose veins in the legs, and for 
everyone who is subject to hem- 
orrhoids (piles). 

Even if you don’t want to learn 
how to breathe at least you ought 
to try to remember this: Don't 
try to pull in your belly, abdomen, 
diaphragm or whatever funny 
name you call it. Instead, pull in 
your chin—pull it inside an im- 
aginary high collar and never 
mind your belly, if you want to 
cultivate good posture. 


Combine liquids and add to the 
dry ingredients.
